A Proclamation for reſtraint of Building, 


in and about London. 


He Kings Maieltic, perceiuing the 
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>/j| Manifold tnconuentences dayly growing by increaſe of new Wuil⸗ 
dings in the Cities of London and '/-it1initer , and the Suburbs 
and Liberties thereof , whereby the people increaling to ſogreat 
numbers are not well to be gouerned by the wonted Officers,and 
the pzice of Uictuals is thereby much inhaunſed, and the health of 
== his Subiects inhabiting in the Cities and places afozclayd, oꝛ re- 
Wanger is much endangered, and many other good Townes and Bozrowes thereby 
bipeopledand in there trades much decayed; Andallopercctuing the generall tommoditie 
lich would grow to his ſayd Cities of London and / eſtaniuſte, and the Liberties and Sub- 
ns ok the ſame, if the vſe of Building with Batcks there, were moze pꝛactiled and put in vle, 
adthat Timber thereby would be greatly pꝛeſerued and ſpared, which is much waſted and 
grolbne very kant within this Realme And alſoobſerning how much it would grace and 
beautifie the ſaid Cities being the pꝛincipall plates of this Kingdome,foz the reſoꝛt and inter⸗ 
(ainment of fozreine Pꝛintes, which from time to time dot tome into this Realme, if an Unt- 
lomitie were kept in the ſayd Buildings, and the foꝛeparts 92 fo:efronts of the Houſes, ſtan- 
ug and looking towards the Streets, were all builded with 252icke aud Stone, which is 
ze durable and moꝛe ſafc and defcnſible againſt fire, and is by experience found to be of little 
nue charge then the building with Timber: Doth therefoze ſtraightly pzohibite and 
bidallperſons whatſocucr,that they noꝛ any ok them ſhall oꝛ doe at any time after the laſ 
Wy of Auguſt next inſuing, _, erctt, oꝛ ſet vp, oꝛ cauſe to be builded,erected oꝛ ſet bp with- 
the Cities of Luo o: Velba inſter, 02 the Suburbs thereof, oꝛ within the diſtance of two 
nuts to be taken from any of the gates of the laid City of London, any maner of Buildings, be 
Yeydwelling Houſes, Stables, Shops, Stalls, oz any other Building Whatloeuer , except 
debponthe foundation of a foꝛmer dwelling Houſe, Stable, Shop, Stall, oꝛ other building 
| "ectively,ozin oꝛ vpon ſome inner Conrt oꝛ yardofad1vclling Houſe, only toꝛ ay enlarge- 
Ment 2 ſad dwelling Houſe, fo2 one onely habitation as it was befoze. 
Ind his Mateſtic doth further traightly pꝛohibit and foꝛbid allperſons whatſocuer, that 
02 any of them ſhall oꝛ doe at any tune after the ſayd laſt day of Auguſt next enſuing, 


huſtd.erect,02 ſet vp, 0zcauſe to be builded, erected, oꝛ ſet vp,vpon any olde foundation, any 
houſe, habitation, o: ſhop, oꝛ whole ſtozy of any building, topning vpon any ſtreet oꝛ ſtreetes of 
the lapd Cities of Londo and Weltmiaſter, oz the Liberties oz Suburbs of the ſame, oz 
withintwo Miles to be taken from any of the gates of the ſayd City of London, except the 
aydhouſe, habitation, ſhoppe , oꝛ ſtoꝛie ſo to be builded as is afoꝛeſaid, oꝛ at the leaſt the foze- 
front, 02 foꝛepart thereof ſtanding, fronting, and looking towards the ſtreet oz ſtreetes bee 
wholly built of bꝛicke, oꝛ of bꝛicke and ſtone, oꝛ ok one, oꝛ both of them: Noz ſhall make any 
entrochment in oꝛ vpon the ſtreets either aboue oꝛ vpon the ground, noꝛ ſhall erect make oz 
putout any Jutties, outwindowes, truſſing ouer, 02 ouerhanging of wals oz windowes to⸗ 
wards the ſtreet (other then windowes commonly called Cant windowes, as hereatter is li 
mited.ceaching one foot and a halfe and not aboue from the wals ofthe houle into the ſtreet,) 
pon pate, that all and euery perſon and perſons offending in the pꝛemiſſes, oꝛ any of them 
hallincurre his Mate ſties high dilpleaſure, and ſuch paines, penalties, andimpziſonments, 
zzbythelawes of this Realine, tan oꝛ map bee inflicted vpon the Offendours therein , foz 
theit contempt and diſobedience in that behalfe, | 
And his Mateſtie is neuertheleſſe graciouſly pleaſed , that (fo: incouragement of ſuch as 
hallbeconfozmable, and foz a moderate courſe to be held, foꝛ the caſe and benefite of ſuch as 
hall build With bzicke as afozcſaid ) It ſhall and may be la wfull foꝛ them to make the dozes 
and windowes ofcucry ſuch building of wood oz timber foꝛ ſauing of roome and conuemen- 
of hops. And like wtie that cuery perſon that ſhall erect any houſe as afoꝛeſaid, ſhalbe al- 
lowed fo2 ſtrength and beauty, one 02 moze Cantwindowes of a foote and a halte into the 
ſtreet, ſo as they doe build vpꝛight, taking the foundation oftheir Cant, from the ground to 
the top, oꝛ from the firſt ſtoꝛy at their election Without Juttics,out windowes,truſſing ouer, 
qzouerhanging as afoꝛeſaid. And his Mateſtie doth ſtraightly koꝛbid all Carpenters, labou- 
tis and woꝛkemen Whatloeuer, that they noz any of them doe attempt oꝛ doe any labour oz 
lozkein oz about the building oꝛ ſetting vp of any houſes within the ſaid cities and plates a- 
lad, tontrary to this his HighneſſePzoclamation,vpon paine of ſuch puniſhment and im- 
pilonment , as by the lawes of this Realme may oꝛ tan bee inflicted bpon them in that be- 
halte. And his Maieſtie doth alſo command the Lozd Maioꝛ and Aldermen of London, 
andall his Mateſtics Juſtices of Peace hauing authoꝛitie within the laid Cities oz the limits 
id plates afozeſaid, That they and euery ofthem reſpectinely,doe cauſe this his Maieſties 
(0mmandement to be ſtraightly obſerued , and duely executed acco2ding to the tenoꝛ and true 
meaningthereof without delay, 

Pounded alwayes neuertheleſſe, and his Mateſttes pleaſure is, that ſuch part of this his 
Dighneſe Pꝛoclamation as concerneth building with bꝛicke oꝛ ſtone, ſhall not extend to any 
houſes habitations, ſhoppes, oꝛ ſtoꝛies of buildings. which from and after the laid laſt day of 
Auguſt next comming ſhalbe butlded oz erected inany Alley oꝛ Alleyes, oꝛ other ſo obſture oz 


ane a Lane as is not fit foꝛ ſuch building.
